Trump assails House’s 
votes to charge him as 
an ‘assault on America’

WASHINGTON - President Donald Trump be- 
came the third president in history to be impeached 
after the House on Wednesday charged him with 
“high crimes and misdemeanors” over his request to 
Ukraine to investigate a political rival. 

After a day of tense debate and fiery recrimina- 
tions, the House voted largely along partisan lines, 
reshuffling American politics at a time when voters 
are profoundly divided over the nation’s leadership 
and direction. 

The Democratic-led House approved two articles 
of impeachment. The first accused Trump of abusing

As the U.S. House of Representatives neared its 
historic vote to impeach a president of the United 
States for only the third time in U.S. history 
Wednesday, the view from Arizona was much like 
the view from the rest of America, which is to say 
that it depended entirely on where you sat.

Arizona’s House members voted along party lines 
to impeach President Donald Trump on Wednesday, 
with Democrats united on both counts relating to the 
Ukrainian matter and Republicans bitterly complain- 
ing about the entire process. 

The votes were historic, but lacking any suspense 
after a day of well-worn speeches that didn’t seem to 
change a single member’s views. 

All five Democrats in the state’s House delegation 
voted to impeach Trump for abuse of power in his 
dealings with Ukraine and for obstructing the con- 
gressional investigation. All four Arizona Republi-
